All 
over the affected parts of the county 
the water is steadily rising, fed by the 
Incessant rains. From every hand 
comes the news of bridges being swept 
away, irrigation dams and Humes 
wrecked, roads torn up and washed 
out, fields Inundated and crops obliter- 
ated. A big wagon bridge a mile 
above Pendleton has been washed lut 
and wrecked, and a span has piled up 
against the Oregon Railroad & Navi- 
gation Company's bridge, threatening 
to overthrow it or cut a path through 
Hie levee and Hood the town. A large 
force of men and teams are at work 
repairing the levee as fast as It is cut 
away, and preparations are being made 
either to dynamite the wreckage 
against the span or to dislodge it by 
file use of wrecking machines. The 
levee below the town has already- 
broken and will allow some of the 
Hood in town to subside. All trains 
are being tied up and will be for some 
time. Bridges both above and below 
Pendleton are out. Roaring streams 
are sweeping through lower Slain and 
Court streets and all business houses 
are Hooded in that district, While the 
stocks stored hi basements are sub- 
merged. Communication with outly- 
ing districts is uncertain, but the 
stead v rise of the Umatilla shows that 
the Hoods are still increasing. Rain is 
tailing steadily. 

Floods at Walla Walla 
Walla Walla, May 30, (Special) - 
This city and county Is experiencing 
one of the worst Hoods in many years.

Tin- ''ity is threatened with a 
temporary water famine owing to the 
rushing waters having rendered use- 
less the four or live pumping stations.

Signing Wedding Contract 
The chief events of today were the. 
King's reception to the foreign envoys 
and the signing of the wedding con- 
tract. The latter ceremony took place 
at the Pardo palace In the presence of 
Premier Moret and the oilier cabinet 
ministers, with the solemnity boflttlng 
a great state ceremonial affecting the 
future succession to the throne. The 
marriage contract appears tonight In 
the Official Gazette. Article - gives 
the bride an annual Income of $90,000, 
and In event of the King's death 
$60,000. In Article 3 Princess Ena re- 
nounces ail. right of succession to the 
British throne. Other articles relate 
to the marriage. Preceding the sig- 
| natures of the contract, the Spanish 
journalists; presented to King Alfonso a 
golden pen with which to sign the 
document. The King laughingly ac- 
cepted the gift, declaring that he al- 
ways had defended the Spanish press 
against criticisms.

First Class Battleship Strikes 
Rock at Entrance to Bris- 
tol Channel, 



SE RENTS TORN IN THE HULL 



No Loss of Life but Is Alleged 
That Panic Occurred on 
Striking. 



London, May 30. — It is feared the 
British navy will lose one of its best 
vessels, the first class battleship Mon- 
tague, which struck on the rocks at 
Lnndy on Wednesday and according to 
latest reports, received nt Dcvouport, at 
midnight, is not likely to he refloated. 
Naval experts are of the opinion that 
to attempt to refloat tin: Montague un- 
der present conditions will mean her 
disappearance in 30 fathoms of Hvator 
as she is fixed precariously on a ledge 
and in danger of overturning. If pos- 
sible, an attempt will he made to patch 
up the vessel before any movement is 
taken 10 Qoill her off. 

Little is yet known as to what, hap- 
pened when the vessel struck. All the 
members of the crew were saved, but 
several of the men had limbs broken or 
otherwise injured. It is reported that 
something in the nature of a panic oc- 
curred when the Montague struck. 

The British battleship Montague, of 
14,000 tons and belonging to the Chan- 
nel fleet, went ashore during a dense fog 
this morning on Shutter Point, Lnndy 
island, at the entrance _of the Bristol 
channel. She is in a had position. 

The Montague 

Struck on a Granite Cone 
southwest of 1, unity island, known as 
Shutter point, at 2:10 this morning, and 
remains on the rocks with a bad hole 
in her bottom. Several of her compart- 
ments are full of water, and the houses 
are Hooded, and the water is still gain- 
ing. She has lost both propellers, and 
her wireless apparatus and besides has 
several holes in her plates. 

The battleship Duncan and a num- 
ber of tugs and other vessels are on 
their way to assist her. The Montague 
was proccding to Penzance for the forth- 
coming manoeuvres, ami apparently 
missed her course in a fog. Shi! appears 
to he firmly lixed on the rocks, and if a 
storm springs up her position will be 
very perilous. The Montague is a first 
class steel battleship. She was launched 
in 1003, cost about ?5.250,000, and car- 
ried n crew of 7.">0 officers and men. 
" Plymouth, England. .May .'SO. — The 
latest news of the Montague deepens the 
gravity of the disaster. The vast vents 
in Iter bottom render it doubtful wheth- 
er she can be refloated. Her crew has 
been transferred to other ships.

GUATEMALA REVOLT. 

Rebels Said to Be Making Good 
Hoadway. 

Tapaeliuln, Mexico, .May 30. — RpportB 
received here today from Salvador, 
stale that Guatemalans and tlieiv *ym- 
liatnhsers throughout tho province are 
elated over the situation. The revolu- 
tionists are invading tl litre o£ the 

province with u considerable forco an- 
nouncing that they will tfivri battle to 
President Cabrera at the gate of the 
L-apit'oi. " 

President Cabrera's statement: that 
the revolution has lieeu crushed in its 

infancy is ridiculed by Guatemalans, 
who suite that: the revolution lias just 
begun. In upper Guatemala, enthusiasm 
for General Barillas is reported to bo 
growing daily. No confirmation has 
lieen received of the reported assault, pi 
Oeos, but Hiis may ho accounted for by 
the interruption of telegraph communi- 
cation and the condition of the roads. 

Reports from Guatemala Bay that 
Cabrera is preparing for flight and that 
he is continually in fear of assassin. 

New York, May SO.— The statement 
having boon made that tho government 
of Salvador was cacouruging the rovo- 
Iutlonlsts in Guatemala in response to a 
telegram. President Esenlbn of Salva- 
dor sent the following message: '"Sun 
Salvador, Salvador, May 30.— The Asso- 
ciated Press.

could not safely plead thai '■ hr-v were 
prevented by the act from carrying 
out their contracts, as the answer 
miglit be tbat they might have got 
their timber from other than crown 
lands. It Is Impossible, then, In the 
absence of the clearest language, to 
hold that the legislature Intended to 
expose any person to such losses and 
risks without any kind of compensa- 
tion or any source of redress. 

Reference was made to Reg. vs. Vino 
(lSfii) JO Q. B. 195. In that 'case the 
court hold, Lush, J., dissenting, that a 
statute disqualifying persons "convict- 
ed of felony" frorii selling liquors' by 
retail, applied to persons convicted 
both before and after the act, the 
ground of the decision being that llio 
legislature intended to prohibit tile 
granting of licences to persons of 
tainted character, and that a person 
who was convicted of felony before tho 
act was just as tainted as one con- 
victed after the act. The ina'jorjty o£ 
the court held, therefore, that It was 
clearly meant to bo retrospective; but 

th'e ease is at best anomalous and of 
very doubtful authority In view of tho 
remarks of Lopes and Davey, L. .1.1., 
in Bourko vs. Nutt (1894), I Q. B. IX, 
725, If indeed it Is not to be treated as 
overruled by that decision. 

I musl therefore hold that t ho act 
does nol apply to Iho limber in ques- 
tion. Thai being so, the defendant 
had no power to seize It, and the 
crown, us represented by the chief 
commissioner, had no power lu author- 
ize Its seizure under tho statute In 
question; and, therefore, as tho crown 
can' do no wrong, there was no crown 
seizure ul all and the timber was nol 
In the possession of the crown vvli 
replevied from the defendant.

When arrested the three men had a

cealed- In all, ten cases of theft were 
reported, no less than ten or Victoria's 
citizens haying their pockets picked dur- 
ing the celebration when the crowds nt 
tho various points of interest, on the 
street cars«and elsewhere offered scope 
for any crooks attracted 'bry tlie celebra- 
tion. Tin? victims of the pickpockets 
lost various sums ranging from !fl00 to 
.$!). But two or three eases were re- 
ported to tlie police on tlie date of the 
occurrence ami from information re- 
ceived the police were aware that the 
pickpockets were working on the cars 
running to tlie Gorge on Saturday even- 
ing. The detectives awaited the. arrival 
of tlie curs to watch any suspicious 
character, with tlie result that they 
found live men standing in a doorway 
dividing money. Tlie three officers 
sprang forward to arrest these men. 
Two lost no time in taking to their 
heels, but the detectives had each grab- 
bed one of the men ami held their pris- 
oners despite tint fight they made. 

On Monday the trio were charged 
witli vagrancy and held on that, charge. 
They have retained Frank UiggillS to 
defend them. 

There was a busy morning yesterday 
in (lie police court. John Williams, a 
resident of the Hock Hay district, was 
charged with criminal assault. This 
case was heard behind closed doors. On 
tlie evidence of a ten-year-old girl and 
her father, Williams was committed 
for trial. 

Tlie case in which T. P. iMcConncll, 
the well known dog fancier, was charg- 
ed with an infraction of tlie pound by- 
law by W. 10.

THE CARNIVAL OF GRAFT AT 
OTTAWA. 

Exposures hav.o conic ,tlrick and Cast 
during the pas* few weeks, it must 
ho remembered too, that a'l U'.o revela- 
tions relate to the one year cover<*<1 
the last volume of the public accounts 
that has 1 been laid before parliament. 
Qriticisms have been made.as to (he 
".waste nt time" involved in t li r? inves- 
tigation at all these matters, hut in or- 
der to get, them before parjiajnent it is 
necessary that they should he taken up 
HOW and at this session. Under the 
rail's of Hie House the. opposition would 
ibe barred from referring ti> the items 
in the public accounts in question at 
the session to follow this. We do not 
think thai the country will begrudge 
the time spent, in ferreting out such 
transactions as have already come to 
light. The loss of time and incident- 
ally of money involved in prolonging 
The session is not at all commensurate 
with the plunder that lias been ex- 
posed, and ii'. by exposure, the raiding 
of the treasury can he prevented in fu- 
ture the country will he well repaid for 
the time that has. been spent in the 
process of shedding light upon the 
methods now in vogue for bleeding the 
country of its surplus revenues. It. is 
not. we are prone to believe, the loss 
nf time and extra expense of prolong- 
ing tin- se>sioti thai the government 
and its defenders are worrying about 
so much as tlic danger to themselves 
in the public being enlightened as to 
the ,prevalency of graft in all depart- 
ments at Ottawa. 

It will be interesting to review the 
•progress of -events up to the present 
lime in the mallei' of exposures. Mr. 
Fielding has . delivered his budget 
speech, and while he struggled pain- 
fully to keep up an appearance of 
elation over the contiuued expansion of 
'revenue and the increasing size of the 
surpluses, there was an undertone of 
anxiety throughoul in regard to ihe 

growing expenditure and the obliga- 
tions we are assuming. Ninety millions 
dollars is an enormous sum In lie ex- 
pended in one year, compared with forty 
millions, which the Liberals in 1800 
"viewed with alarm." .That was only 
ten years ago, and the prospect, is not 
rendered -more cheering from the fact 
-that, within the next four or live years 
Hie government has to provide fur some 
$ir>0,000,000 of expiring loans and !?100,- 
000,000 odd for the .construction of the 
eastern end of the transcontinental rail- 
way. Canada has had a series of fat 
years, and the ship of state is bowling 
along under full canvass. No provi- 
sion is being made for adverse winds 
and stormy seas. Canada has had had 
years in the past both under Liberal 
and Conservative rule arid may again 
very soon. We cannot, foretell what a 
year may bring forth. It is a wise gov- 
ernment, as it is a wise man, who puts 
by a penny for a rainy day. Xo one 
.-would objeel even to the expenditure of 

$90,000,000 or twice thai sum, if we 
were getting value for our money, hut 
;is investigation is proving it is being 
Javi.-hed with a Tree hand right and left 
1o political favorites without thought 
of the morrow or the rights of tile pub- 
lic. 'Public works are being erected 
,-lvitbpUt supervision and without re- 
gard to the public requirements, as n 
reward for ilc.'' faithful support of con- 
stituencies; contracts are being let tor 
supplies without tender and at extra- 



vagant prices; public lands are being 
parted with to speculators acd multi- 
tudes of homesteads are being given to 
men .who are not bona tide settlers, 
from whom the bona fide settler must 
buy to get the land; transactions yield- 
ing fabulous profits to persons unknown 
are carried on with shadowy companies 
like the North Atlantic Trading Co.; 
printing is farmed out at high prices to 
a company having not a eent.of assets 
in the way of printing plant; and so ori 
the carnival proceeds, every day bring- 
ing .new facts to light, each, if possi- 
ble, more damaging than the one pre- 
ceding it. 

We have dealt from time to time 
with the fall of the Laurier tower, 
through defective workmanship and the 
lack of proper government supervision; 
with the North Atlantic .Trading Co., 
with till its scandalous details of mys- 
tery and dark lantern methods; with 
tlic unseemly and contemptible quar- 
rels among the public officials of the 
immigration service in England, where- 
by even Ihe good name of Lord Strath- 
cona has been dragged into the arena 
as a buffer between snarling factions; 
witli the manipulation of ihe home- 
stead regulations of the Northwest, 
whereby friends of the government are 
enabled to anticipate Ihe land require- 
ments of settlers and hold them up for 
the price; with the selling of a large 
tract of public land to the Saskatche- 
wan Valley Land company for SI an 
acre which was subsequently disposed of 
to settlers at $8 an acre and as high as 
$12 in some instances; to the garbling 
of the reports of Dominion land agents 
in the printed report, of the department 
of Ihe interior laid before parliament; 
witli the outrageous outfitting of the 
steamer Arctic, at a cost more than 
double of that involved, per man or per 
tonnage, in any Arctic expedition ever 
known; with the selling of petroleum to 
the Intercolonial railway, above Ihe 
regular market prices, by a company in 
which Hon. Air. Emmerson, minister of 
railways, is largely interested ; witli the 
formation of a company, with head- 
quarters in Newfoundland, . of which 
an Eastern Liberal member is a share- 
holder, for tin- purpose of selling sup- 
plies for government undertakings; witli 
the giving of printing contracts to the 
amount of $58,000 to Hoy Soiuerville, 
in England, under the cover of u com- 
pany formed by him, which contracts 
were profitably fanned out by him to 
various printing offices in England, he 
having neither stick nor shred of print- 
ing plant of his own; with the grant- 
ing of contracts for supplies of various 
kinds for sums mounting up to hundreds 
of thousands of dollars without tenders 
or competition or any kind, notwith- 
standing that an order "> council de- 
clares that contracts involving .sums 
over $5,000 shall not be so dealt with. 
There have been at least fifteen serious 
and successful at ticks upon the gov- 
ernment during the present, session, 
every transaction involved being a de- 
fiant contradiction of the principles of 
Liberalism promulgated prior to the 
Liberals taking office. 

There aie some oilier transactions 
with which we have not dealt witli edi- 
torially to any extent, although they 
have been referred to in the news col- 
umns. At D'Israeli, says the Toronto 
News, in defiance of the principles of 
confederation, aid was given to build a 
municipal bridge. The tiling was done 
furtively, for the structure was called 
a wharf. But the wharf was built In 
a swale where the cows pasture in the 
steamboat season, and where there is 
water only in winter and spring. There 
are no steamboats on the lake. .Mure- 
over, the work was carried on with 
prodigality. The government end of 
the bridge cost over $7,000, the mu- 
nicipal cud less than $3,000. Confront- 
ed with this double fraud upon the tax- 
payers, Mr. Tobin, the government 
Ul°mber who procured it, gloried in his 
achievement and said he would get 
more "wharves" built on the booties* 
lake. He was cheered by his fellow 
Liberals, who voted to exonerate the 
practice. 

Adopting again I lie same paper's re- 
marks, which are founded upon official 
statements, the depart incut of marine 
and fisheries has had strangely close re- 
lations with a selling agent named 
George T. Merwin.' lie is not a man of 
large means, it would appear, because, 
to enable him to buy the articles which 
he then turns over lo the government, 
the department has found it necessary 
to help him with his hankers. He and 
his associates have sold something like 
$100,000 worth of goods lo the depart- 
ment. These purchases are marked by 
two circumstances; (1) The prices are 
very high; (-) Mr. Merwin absolutely 
refuses to tell what he himself paid 
for Ihe goods. The Liberal majority 
of the Public Accounts committee up- 
held him in his refusal, but certain 
fads have come lo light: 

A .Mr. Merwin sold a certain pump 
to the department for $1,530, no duty 
being paid. The same pump was of- 
fered lo a person who inquired the 
price by telegraph for $1,150, this sum 
including the duly. 

H. Mr. Merwin sold lo the depart- 
menl of' marine and fisheries two .Tones 
underfeed stokers for $2,050. The de- 
partment of justice at. the same lime 
bought two of the same articles for 
$1,700. 

C. Mr. Merwin sold to the dopftrt- 
ment a boiler for $070. A Canadian 
firm offered to Mr. George Taylor a 
boiler of the same type for $500. 

There are other matters as well, of, 
perhaps, greater local interest, which 
will come up again for review. Inci- 
dentally, the King Edward and the 



Kestrel have come in for attention. It 
was hardly to he expected that. all the, 
graft would be confined to the eastern 
end of Canada, although the local Lib- 
erals have reason to register n vigor- 
ous kick at the discrimination mnde in 
favor of their eastern brethren in the 
way of spoils. The Quadra, and the 
Salvor, and the Kestrel, and the King 
Edward dredge, and the William's 
Head quarantine have been. within cer- 
tain limits rare feeding grounds for the 
local lambs of Sir Wilfrid's flock, but, 
as usual, where British Columbia is 
concerned, the lion's share has gone to 
the bell wethers in Quebec and the 
maritime provinces. ' Nothing like the 
paradise of good things revealed in the 
auditor general's report in connection 
with the outfitting of the Arctic and 
the Montcalm has come this way at all. 
In the heyday of Clifford Sifton's 're- 
gime the West fared bounteously every- 
day, hut the line of demarcation, which 
separated the strictly Siftonilin first- 
class preferred risks from the ordinary 
British Columbia "boodler" was the 
Kooky mountains ou the west and the 
COth parallel of latitude to the north, 
beyond which were the golden sands of 

the Yukon. We have referred lo the 
lilting out of the Arctic as a master- 
piece of political extravagance and 
graft, hut even thai pales into insigni- 
ficance in comparison with the munifi- 
cence displayed in connection with tho 
ice-breaking Montcalm. The facts 
were h rough I out in parliament by .Mr. 
1!. L. Borden, leader of Ihe opposi- 
tion, and for convenience we tabulate 
them here. The list, of articles pur- 
chased would take up a great deal of 
space, nut here a few of them with the 
price, and who will say after reading

Just fancy the denotation of tho crew 
of the Montcalm in. eating cuke off a 
cake stand costing $15, drinking ice- 
water out of a $20 ice pitcher, passing 
fruit around on plates at $24.75 each, 
sweetening tea out of $21 pots with 
sugar in bortls invoiced at $27 each, 
carving up lish with knives at $2.50 per, 
and sipping their coffee from $1.0-1 
cups. For an ice jammer the Mont- 
calm was an exceedingly "swell out- 
fit." and more than does honor to the 
memory of the great explorer, who, in 
a humble birch bark canoe, first "broke 
the ice," so to speak, on the Upper 
roaches of the SI. Lawrence. Lands 
alive! how he would have revelled in 
the llonling silver-plated establishment 
mimed after him, where his noble fea- 
tures would have been reflected in 
every article of table ware. If we may 
be permitted to remark, such reflections 

on his pari would have conduced, if pos- 
sible, .to turn his head. 



The exploitation of the public do- 
main, and federal cash assets, how- 
ever, docs not stop willi the past, hut 
is contemplated in the most scientific 
way for the future. Our readers will 
remember the recommendations made 
at Ihe forestry convention last winter 
at Ottawa for the creation of immense 
forest reserves for certain climatogl- 
eni and other reasons, and with what 
/.est Sir Wilfrid Laurier entered into 
the spirit of that meeting, and what in- 
terest was manifested by other mem- 
bers of the cabinet, including the great 
sage who presides over the destinies of 
the agricultural department, tho Hon. 
Mr. Eisher. and the equally distin- 
guished soldier and minister of war, Sir 
Frederick Borden. Our readers will 
also remember subsequently with what 
acclaim the anonuiicenient that a for- 
es! reserves hill would he introduced 
was received, and il is in ils concrete 
form considered to be the most impor- 
tant government measure of this ses- 
sion, lion. Frank Oliver, minister of 
tlic interior, lias been drinking in 
numerous compliments on account of 
ibis truly statesmanlike bill, and has 
been patting himself on the back in 
contemplation of the "kudos" il would 
bring him. In such circumstances, one 
would imagine that il would have been 
framed fire of the suspicion of graft. 
Xot so. It transpires that the spectac- 
ular denouement of the forestry conven- 
tion proceedings was the excuse for a 
job "greater than has been." As re- 
marked by the Toronto News, from 
which we again quote, it is an excellent 
measure but ii has some incidental as- 
pects that are peculiar. About 3,500 
square miles of these proposed reserves 
are in Manitoba, and it develops that 
about 450 square miles of these are 
already owned in perpetuity by private 
persons, About half of this area is the 
property of Mr. T. A. Burrows, a mem- 
ber of parliament and n brother-in-law 
of Mr. Siftori. With the exception or 
one berth, all of Mr. Burrows' hold- 
ings were granted to him since 1808.

Having first 
let them hive these berths at very low 
rates and without lender, tile govern- 
ment now puis forward a measure 
which will enable them to sell back 
ugaiu at enhanced prices, or to make 
great gain by cutting the trees.

I EXPERT TALKS OF 
HOWE SOUND COPPER 



E His Maliery Has Great Faith 
In Mineral Resources of 
the Coast. 



Mr. Ellis Maliery of Los Angeles, Cal. 
Hvlio recently closed a ileal lor the sale 
(of the IVentieth Century group on 
liowo Sound to Mr. E. Cowper-Tlnvaite 
pf London, England, left for home on 
{Saturday says tho Vancouver World of 
{Saturday. He still retains extensive 
mining interests in the camp. 

-Mr. Maliery takes a very optimistic 
View of tho outlook for the mining in- 
(flustry in British Columbia, having 
visited the various districts during the 
jpast live years. 

"As yot only a beginning has been 
Snadc," said .Mr. Maliery in discussing 
the resources of the Howe Sound coun- 
try with a representative of The Prov- 
ince. '.The Britannia mine today bears 
testimony to what can be accomplished 
by tho intelligent application of energy 
and capital. It has a groat future. 
IMining is destined to he the biggest in- 
dustry in this province. Unfortunately 
Jn the past luck of judgment as to the 
merits of tho mineral resources togeth- 
er with the restricted ideas of the pros- 
pector have combined to keep the coun- 
try comparatively in the background. 
Wrong local impressions, too, have also 
3ind a detrimental effect; for instance, 
false notions prevailing about tho occur- 
rence of ore in any but a certain class 
of rocks. This fact is best illustrated 
by the strong belief in some regions 
itli.it -slate is the only kind of rock or 
(formation in which mines are found; 



agnin, in others nothing but granite Is 
good, while still in, others nothing but 
limestone and quartzito will do. 

Erroneous Opinions 

"The fact is, conditions being favor- 
able, ore bodies can occur in almost any 
kind of rock whether it bo slate, granite, 
limestone or porphyry. The opinion 
held in this section that mines, to prove 
permanent, must be enclosed in schist 
wall rock, is entirely erroneous. On first 
visiting Howe Sound six years ago 1 at 
once appreciated this considerable ex- 
citement existed over tho discovery of 
the now famous Britannia, which was 
found to exist in a schist belt, and as a 
consequence wherever an outcrop of 
schist was found somebody drove a 
stake. Quite naturally all couldn't be 
good, or copper today wouldn't be worth 
a cent a pound. 

"After some systematic exploration I 
made locations in- What was generally 
considered worthless territory. By way 
of argument in support of the broader 
conception, I recently at a good figure 
disposed of these properties. They are 
situated in Howe Sound on the opposite 
shore from Britannia and are in a 
granite area which is cut by dioritc and 
quartz-porphyry dykes. 

The Butte Precedent 

"The layman is probably not aware 
of the fact but men conversant witli 
copper mining knew that at Butte, 
Mont., the greatest copper-producing 
camp in tho world, the mines are entire- 
ly in granite. By such reference it is 
not meant to infer that mines are to be 
found wherever one may choose to look 
but it does mean that the confinement 
of search to one kind of rock to the 
exclusion of others, reduces just so 
much the general development of the 
country and chances of the prospector's 
sueceis." 

Mr. Maliery having early appreciated 
the greatnes., of the mineral resources 
of this coast, has at all times insisted 
on their future, and when faith weak- 
ened be rekindled interest by writing 
technical papers and serial articles sup- 
porting his contentions. Some of these 
were exhaustive and remain pasted to 
ante in the leading mining journals. The 
great development and results that fol- 
lowed \ia\a borne out his well founded 
belief.

Intercostal neuralgia, rheumatism, anae- 
mia, Impaired circulation, weak ankles, 
sore limbs, a torpid scalp, dysentery, 
stomach ache, nausea, liver complaint, in- 
testinal catarrh, sleeplessness, chills and 
fever, and pulsations of the limbs.

The state inspector was quite surprised to find in this independent 
refinery a large and substantial institution perfectly equipped for 
oil refining, and was more surprised at the superior quality of its 
products. "We made a careful test of the oil to-day," said Mr. 
Hussey, "both with respect to its gravity and to its flash. I do not 
hesitate to say that it is a very high grade of oil. Its gravity is 
just a trifle under 45 and most of the oil on the market does not 
run over 40. Our instruments registered exactly 44.7 and that is 
a fine showing for any refinery. The flash of the oil is 115 and 110 
is all that is required. There should be no difficulty in finding a 
ready market for that class of refined oil." 

Mr. Hussey spoke of the fine brick buildings and was very 
much pleased with the substantial .appearance of the plant. He 
said that everything had been provided in the way of equipment 
that could possibly add to the convenience or efficiency of the 
work there and declared that the large investment was fully 
justified. He was very generous in his compliments of Manager 
John M. Cameron and the superintendent, Dr. F. E. Knoch. The 
thorough business methods at the offices and lack of exaggeration 
in the statements of the officers made a favorable impression up- 
on the inspector. After leaving the refinery he said to a friend 
that Dr. Knoch was one of the best posted oil men that he had met 
anywhere. 

The Great Western is the largest and finest independent oil 
refinery in the middle west. It is fully equipped with all modern 
appliances, and the entire plant, with a capacity' of 1,000 barrels 
per day, is in perfect running order. The visit of the state oil 
inspector here was occasioned by the notice he received from the 
refinery that the Great Western oil was ready to go on the mar- 
ket. He tested several tanks of oil before leaving Tuesday.

wages upon fees mulcted on shipping 
seamen. Editorially, the Vancouver 
paper says: 

"The charge of kidnapping a man and 
shipping him as a seaman on an out- 
ward bound vessel, which engaged the 
attentio of the police ' magistrate on 
Saturday and Monday last, has brought 
prominently before tlie public sonn; 
matters that call fOU.il change. Apart 
altogether from the merits of this par- 
ticular case, the system under which 
men are shipped as seamen at: 'this poi 1 
is one that is open to grave abuses and 
even to the loss of their personal lib- 
erty by individuals, . . . The gov- 
ernment seems to have ignored these 
facts and the parsimony of the depart- 
ment of marine in dealing with the 
business entrusted to the shipping mas- 
ter is almost inconceivable. That of- 
ficial has to depend for his own re- 
muneration and that of bis assistant ou 
the fees .payable under the act— an ar- 
rangement that might be satisfactory 
when the position of shipping master is 
held by some one — such as flic collector 
Of customs — wdio is a salaried official. 
But otherwise the shipping master 
should be paid a salary and the fees 
be accounted for to" the government. 
That would make the official entirely 
disinterested. While there is nothing 
in the evidence in the present case '0 
cause any blame to be attached to ths 
shipping master, it is impossible to 
overlook the fact that his reinunera- 
ition is dependent <>n the fees — a posi- 
tion that can be satisfactory neither to 
him nor to the public. The appoint- 
ment ;is a deputy shipping master of a 
person interested in a sailors' boardillg- 
Jiouse or outfitting business, is entirely 
indel cnsrUle, and we' arc at "a loss" to 
understand bow it could have been 
made. •' Such an official "1s "supposed to 
stand between the sailor ami the liar- 
pies who live by preying upon him anil 
who wax rich by pandering to his indis- 
cretions and the recklessness that is al- 
most proverbial in soafnring men. In 
any case the revenue that the Domin- 
ion government derives from the port 
of Vancouver requires lhat its business 
should bo 'attended to by properly paid 
officials, and it is to In- hoped that the 
attention which this case has drawn 
to the mallei' will result in the nce'es 
snry changes being made."

More Light Is Thrown on 
Graft Policy of the 
Grits.

Ottawa, May '2!.— (Special) — Alter 
the storm, a calm. This Is Victoria 1 
Day, and a.s there will be only one 
other working day this -week, the gov- 
ernment decided to adjourn the House 
from yesterday evening until Monday, 
the 28th. Hardly a member of parlia- 
ment is left in town. The Ontario 
and Quebec men have hied themselves 
away to their homes, and as an evi- 
dence of the goodfellowship which par- 
liamentary association engenders, .many 
have taken eastern and western friends' 
on a brief visit. Thin is Toronto's 
big week, and scores of members will 
put in three or four days there at the 
races, while not a few have gone to 
see Gotham in its spring garb. Every- 
body is glad of the break In parlia- 
mentary work. This is my twenty-flfth 
session in the gallery and I venture the 
assertion that with the exception, per 
haps, of the famous sessions of 1S31 
and ISSlfi, never have the members been 
worked so hard. Committee meetings 
from 10 until 1 o'clock, often exciting 
in their character; then the meeting 
of the House at 3 o'clock, with a brief 
dinner recess and the work continuing 
until 1 or 2 in the morning. Talk 
about the end of parliament by the end 
of June, It looks almost impossible to 
accomplish such a thing. True, the 
government has no Important legisla- 
tion, but its greatest difficulty is In 
committee of supply, and then, the 
questions are poured in thick and fast. 
Owing to the changes which have 
taken place in the portfolios recently 
some of the ministers are not familiar 
with the details, and it has not been 
an unusual thing this session to see 
three or four officials of one depart- 
ment seated near the minister in order 
to prompt him with the right answers 
when ticklish questions are put. Sir. 
Brodeur, the new minister of marine 
and fisheries, is a capable man and a 
good fellow, but he has had about the 
hardest burden to carry. Even Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier the other day had to 
admit Hint the department of marine 



had been allowed to "run down," and 
It will devolve upon Mr. Brodeur to 
lift it into a higher plane. The late 
Mr. Prefontalne seems to have allowed 
some of his officials to have their own 
way, with the result that they have 
got things into a pretty mess, as wit- 
ness the affairs of the steamer Arctic. 
This vessel has cost the country up to 
Late $210,000 and nothing to show for 
it. The reckless manner in which 
public money was squandered in equip- 
ping the vessel is without parallel and 
the prices paid must simply appal the 
Canadian taxpayer. 

Mr. Templeman is having an easy 
time with his department. When his 
estimates were going through the 
House he kept his head level and pave 
information willingly, with the result 
that he passed through the ordeal, 
which is particularly trying to a new 
minister, with tlying colors. Not so 
with Mr. Oliver. This gentleman has 
had more time to familiarize himself 
with the details of his department than 
either Mr. Brodeur or Mr. Templeman. 
He seems to have taken as his example I 
Sir William Mulock, who in the early] 
years of his tenure of office a.s post.- I 
master general manifested a degree of I 
flippancy in the House, so much so 
that the opposition were compelled re- 
peatedly to discipline him. Mr. Oliver 
evidently thinks that as minister of 
the interior he is privileged to answer 
questions or not to answer them, just 
as he deems proper. As one member 
of parliament expressed it to me yes- 
terday, "If the minister chooses to be 
insolent be must simply take the con- 
sequences," and the consequences yes- 
terday were that Mr. Oliver was held 
up on a bill for a couple of hours. The 
minister will, however, soon realize 
that the opposition cannot be trilled 
with. It will take time to bring him 
into a tractable mood, but It will be 
accomplished. 

1 have called attention from time to 
time to the revelations of graft which 
have manifested themselves through 
the investigations of the public ac- 
counts committee this session. Con- 
servative members are working like 
Trojans and hardly a day passes but 
further revelations of the grafting pro- 
pensities of tiie Liberals come to light. 
Fancy a man being imported from the 
States and planted in Montreal simply 
for the purpose of buying for the 
government, and getting a "rake-off" 
for somebody. This was the case with 
a Mr. George T. Merwin of Montreal, 
who during tile past three or four 
years has secured orders from the 
government amounting to nearly a 
quarter of a million* and at prices from 
7f> to 100 per cent, higher than tin' 
goods can be bought for in the open 
market. Yesterday's revelations had 
reference to printing graft permitted 
by the ex-minister of the interior. Boy 
Somerville, formerly proprietor of the 
Dundas (Ont.) Banner, went to Eng- 
land a few years ago to act as London 
agent for the Toronto Globe. Mr. 
Somerville resigned this position some 
time ago to form himself into the 
Arundel Printing Company, and this 
ompany," which never owned a font of 



of a very compromising character were 
produced by Mr. Barker, which go to 
show that Preston loft no stone un- 
turned to help "his best and most In- 
timate friend," Leopold. The hitter, it 
seems, has for two years been an agent 
of the now famous North Atlantic 
Trading company, and has been getting 
his share of the $5 bonus on the 
strength of information which he ob- 
tained from the Canadian emigration 
office in London. The enquiry into the 
management of Preston's office will be 
ventilated further next week, and the 
house will trjO to get to the bottom of 
tiie trouble between Preston, anil 
Messrs. Gritlith and Jury. 

There was not much interest mani- 
fested yesterday in the budget , the 
previous intimation that there would 
bo no tariff changes having deprived 
the annual budget of anything of an 
important character. Mr. Fielding did 
his utmost to put the best gloss upon 
the financial situation, but beneath his 
utterances there \v&3 a;: svid2nt note 
of alarm at the tremendous increase in 
the public expenditure. In the last 
two or three years of Conservative 
rule the Liberals were wont to storm 
;it an annual expenditure of forty or 
forty-two millions. Last year the Lib- 
erals expended seventy-eight -milling, 
this year it will run to eighty-two mil- 
lions, and next year to ninety millions, 
or nearly double in the decade. Mr. 
Foster was never heard to better ad- 
vantage than In his reply. Such 
scathing denunciation of broken pro- 
mises has seldom been heard in the 
house. His address was not a long 
one, but it caustically reviewed the 
financial situation of the country and 
showed how in many respects 'be Lib- 
eral Minister had failed to live up ti> 
its professions. It is abundantly clear 
that the government must put the peg 
tn soon. The country cannot go on at 
the present rate without the crash 
coming. During the next seven years 
maturing loans to the amount of $143,- 
000,000 will have to be mot, and, in 
addition, there will be $100,000,000 nt 
the very least for the transcontinental 
railway. The Liberals looked very 
glum as Mr. Foster put them upon re- 
cord with regard to their predictions 
about the Quebec to Moncton division. 
Time and time again ministers declared 
there would lie a saving of from 120 
to 140 miles in the construction of this 
section, as compared with the Inter- 
colonial, but it now transpires that in- 
stead of there being a saving, there 
will be an increase in the mileage of 
from 13 to 17 miles. The ex-Finance 
Minister had also some pertinent ob- 



servations to offer with regard to the 
mismanagement In the Yukon, and de- 
clared that the population of the coun- 
try had been stampeded simply be- 
cause tiie government had practically 
given everything away to the conces- 
sionaires and the big corporations. Cri- 
ticisms of this character for which Mr. 
Foster qVioted chapter and verse, to- 
gether with the revelations of graft 
and boodllng, are bound to make a deep 
impression upon the country.

It was a specially 
desirable place for a residence, and 
hence commanded tin unusual price. It 
is, common for purchasers to pay from 
$100 to £li<JU per acre for fruit; land. In 
this viciulty, in the valleys of the Co- 
lumbia and Koot.enny rivers, the laud is 
just, as good for fruit as it is in any 
portion of the province, Tin; orchards 
around Trail and Nelson demonstrate 
this, mid the quantity of fruit that will 
lie grown by the orchards already plant- 
ed in West Kootenay will he consid- 
erable. The acreage is increasing each 
year, and before many years the pro- 
duct of the orchards is going to cut a 
big figure and bring into the country 
large sums of money. That large profits 
will lie made by the horticulturists goes 
without saying. The soil and the cli- 1 
uintic conditions arc peculiarly .suited to 
the growing of fruit: of large size and of 
good HaVor. Apples, pears, plums and 
peaches, besides strawberries, blackber- 
ries, currants, gooseberries and other 
small fruits, thrive here to a wonderful 
degree. 

The fruit lands of the section will 
make homes for thousands of people, 
who, while their orchards iire- ripen- 
ing, will carry on small farming, raise 
chickens and "hogs and operate dairies. 
These tillers of the soil will raise con- 
siderable of the food products for those 
engaged in mining, beside* large quan- 
tities of fruit fur export to the tree- 
less belt west of the llojky mountains. 

It is .Mr. Winkler's impression that 
some few people are not estimating the 
Emit growing industry at its propel 
value, nor gauging anywhere nenr what 
its future dimensions and importance 
will he, and to these lie says they should 
Stop and look into the present status 
of the industry, ami they will nt OIlCC 
be able to realize its importance and 
measurably understand what a great fu- 
ture it has before it.

The lamps in 
the suburbs -are naturally not ns close 
together as those in the heart of the 
city, •and as 'they will give a better light 
than tlio old ones it was thought that 
(by placing them in the suburbs the city 
could do with a lesser number than >f 
they 'were placed in the business por- 
tion. 

Besides Ihis. by placing the now 
lamps in the ceii'tre of the city and the 
old ones in the outlying disl riots it 
■would 'Me necessary for those in the 
suburbs to bo trimmed every day and 
those in the centre of the city only once 
in live. This would necessitate an ad- 
ditional trimmer, whereas by the pres- 
ent arrangement one trimmer can he 
done away with, and a considerable 
saving made.
